It sounds like what we use in the burg alarm/cabling business to run wire 
across (t-bar) ceilings. The egg-beater attachment at one end allows you 
to slide that end over small obstructions or provides a way to "walk" it to 
one side or the other to avoid an obstruction. You can also make the front 
end hop over pipes and ducts. The bullet end likely has a small hole to 
fasten the end of the wire to be pulled. The material of the product we 
use is either fluorescent yellow or green so it will show up easily using a 
flashlight. I prefer the yellow as it is stronger and splinters less.

Guys, 


For about 22 years I lived in a condo, my mothers condo, here in Silver 

Spring, MD. For the first 18 years I lived there while on vacation from 
my job in California. I moved there in 1994 and lived there until 1996 

when I bought this house. 


For the largest part of the time I used a stealth wire antenna made from 
#26 magnet wire. I wrote this antenna up in QST for June 1995. The 
article was mostly about how I put the antenna up each time. #26 wire, 
even from Radio SHack, is not very strong. The wind would blow it down 
about every two weeks. 


I used a technique I borrowed from torpedo technology. I would wind a 
single layer coil of magnet wire on a plastic glass and use a slingshot 
to pull the wire off the glass and into a close by tree. It took a bit 
of experimenting to get the correct amount of double sided tape to hold 
the wire and release it when I wanted. 


My major worry was that the lawn crews would get it tangled up in their 
mowers every time they mowed the grass. I used no insulators even where 
I fed it out through a window frame. I was willing to stand the 
impedance bump and whatever losses it presented. 


Over the course of 22 years I worked all sates and DXCC from the condo. 
I ran a Kenwood TS130V for most of those years. All things considered I 
don't think the antenna performed badly at all!

I just received my Code Warrior Junior paddle from Vibroplex last Wednesday. 
I ordered it direct from Vibroplex about a month ago. I finally had a chance 
to try them out this weekend. They work very well and seem to hold their 

adjustment nicely. The only complaint I have is the plastic pieces where my 


fingers hit have very rough edges. They were so rough that I was getting 
cuts on my thumb and index finger from use. I removed the plastic pieces and 
sanded the edges smooth. The edges are nice and smooth now and don't bother 
my thumb and index finger from use. Has anyone else experienced this problem 
with these paddles?

I've been planning on installing a mobile HF rig. When the antenna arriv= 
ed 

the other day, I went ahead and installed it on the trunk, even though I =

k (I 

figured it can't hurt, and it might help).

It still soun= 
ds 

like a lot of hassle getting 12 volts through the firewall to a QRO rig, 
although in my tests so far, it seems like the extra power would really c= 
ome 


in handy. 


On the other hand, I realize I might have just been doing this on days wi= 
th 

lousy band conditions. It would save me a lot of work if I could just mo= 
unt 

the QRP rig permanently in the car. I've even been thinking about puttin= 
g it 

on a slide mount, and getting another 15 meter rig on another slide mount= 
, and 

then QSY just by swapping radios. (It seems to me that the 40-meter Hams= 
tick 

ought to work just fine 15.) 


Has anyone had much success with mobile QRP? I don't envision getting DX= 
CC 

any time soon with this kind of a setup, but it would be fun to work an 
occasional QSO while driving to work. Do I need to go with QRO to pull t= 
hat 

off reliably? (I can guess what the answer will be on this list, but I s= 
till 

need a little convincing.) 


Also, what do people do for keys while mobile? The straight key on the s= 
eat 
next to me works adequately, but I think my arm would get tired after a w= 
hile. 
I was thinking about a keyer and two pushbuttons on the steering wheel. = 
Does 
anyone have any experience with something like this? 


Also, using the QRP rig at home, I sometimes sign /QRP for a little extra= 
sympathy, which sometimes helps. Which works better in that regard, sign= 
ing 

/M ox signing /QRP. I've found that /M/QRP gets a little cumbersome. 


Oh, and the QRO rig has a microphone, and seems to be capable of a mode c= 
alled 


"phone". I suppose that might come in handy now and then, but I suspect = 
that 
5 watts of CW will outperform 100 watts of SSB, since the goal is to actu= 
ally 


be able to work a few contacts.

I have never worked mobile QRP but have been tempted! :-) 


I order an MFJ 9440 QRP rig for my wife to put in her truck. She has been a ham 
for 5 

years or so and hasn't been too enthused about HF. She knows that I love CW and 
keys and states that she is interested in code. However when she gets home from 
work, she is a couch potato. Nothing wrong with that, BTW. :-) 


I installed a 40 M Hustler, fold over variety, extended from the rear bumper. 
She's only 

pulled into the garage once with it up. :-) I found the 2000 GM Sonoma has several 
ground straps so grounding wasn't a problem. I'm feeding the radio from the high 
current cigarette adapter. It picked up fuel pump and alternator noise so I went 
the 

RatShack and picked up a noise filter ($20). After wiring it in series, the noise 
level 

that comes from the antenna isn't too bad.

I am a HamStick enthusiast; I have sticks for 10, 17, 20, and 40. I will say 
that 40M is really pushing it with respect to adequate ground (car body) 
beneath the antenna. Efficiency is lower compared to higher bands. 


I drive a Windstar minivan, and use one of the triple mag-mounts at the center 
of the (metal) roof. 17 has become my favorite mobile band--SSB, anyway. And 
yes, you can have fun with SSB QRP while mobile! Not skilled enough CW operator 
to try that mobile... yet :-) 20 is fine, too, but 40M has been disappointing. 


QEX, May/June 1999, page 32, "HF Whips on Cars, Campers and RVs" by Peter 
Madle, KE6RBV, is a great analysis of what goes on. Length and height of the 


vehicle, and placement of antenna are major factors. 


If you like 15M, spring for a 15M whip and give it a whirl. If your experience 
is like mine, you'll find the higher bands make for easier matching and higher 
efficiency.

I used RG-400 on a military project (microwave frequencies) back in the 
1970s. It is like RG-142, except has a stranded center conductor 
(silver-plated copper) instead of copperweld, with a teflon dielectric 
and is double shielded (also silver-plated copper). 


I did a quick search on google.com and found a graph comparing it with 
RG-58 and it looks like the attenuation for RG-400 is a bit lower: 


http: //www.aeroelectric.com/Catalog/antenna/coaxloss.pdf 

I also used some once to feed a 40/80 trap vertical where I wanted to 
handle 1 KW (my pre-QRP days), but didn't want the weight penalty of 
RG-8, etc. The loss was higher than the larger cable, but it can 


handle the resultant high temperatures.

Want to have some real fun ? Get yourself a Silk Kite, a "Black Widow" 


(Any Fiber Glass Pole in the 20 Ft or longer length), Some Small Guage 
Teflon Wire, a length of Pipe to stick in the sand to hold the pole, a 
ground rod, a Choke Coil or High Value Resistor and atu. It is a good idea 
to DC Ground the Wire, as High Voltage Static Charges Build Quickly. 


They not only bite you, but they can zap the receiver also. 


I use a Small Sock like kite (Parafoil?) that I found at a Sports 
Outfitter store. It even has its own nylon bag and kite string. Just jam 
it into the bag when done. To Fly it, just take out of the bag and toss it 
into the air. the kite fills with air and away it goes.

The RadioShack.com 30 ft Lightening Rod Kit mentioned, Is Not suitable for 
an Antenna Mast. You might be able to wrap wire around it and use it as 
some form of Helically wound Loop. But definately not a Mast. 


I have a Set by the Origional Manufacturer. They are for use in the 
Telephone and Alarm Industry for Placing Communications wiring in dropped 
ceilings. The Egg Beater that you mention is to allow the rod to ride over 
obstructions in the ceiling. The individual rods are each six feet in 
length with a mating male and female screw type connector. Make sure you 
use two pliers and get them snug when you fasten them, else they will work 
loose and break the threaded rod rather quickly. The Bullet end has a hole 
in it to allow connection of a pull wire. Some also have a length of chain 
that connects here for connection to the drag wire or string. 


In all they are about as useful as the top section of an SD-20 Mast. 
Great for Telephone work, lousy for Antenna Mast.. 

Sorry. Still, not a bad price..

Using tefal, which I believe is teflon covered wire is not a bad idea 
for a semi permanent antenna. But remember, very thin wire has a way of 
coming down to earth with amazing regularity. I think it has something 
to do with a deep seated desire to return to its original, the wire, not 
the insulation. The biggest danger is that the resulting fallen wire 
will get caught up in lawn mowers. Not a problem if you won the lawn, 
nut if you owned the lawn then you could use $14 wire! If you live ina 
condo it can become a problem because you are interfering with the 
common area maintenance! That is why I prefer enamel coated magnet 
wire. If you are fortunate enough to have tall trees around you the 
wire will never be seen. I got to the point where I could launch the 
antenna and be on the air in 3 minutes. No one ever saw me. I used 
small fishing line sinkers that like the wire, disappeared into the 
grass!

I run a lot of QRP/M using my 87 Subaru ground and Hustler. I generally 
stick at 5 watts and don't have much trouble making contacts as long as the 
bands are decent. My first two contacts were made with 1 1/4 watts and one 
was about 700 miles with my SMK's 1/3 watt. 


I am mostly on 20 M as that seems to work pretty well during morning and 
evening drivetimes. I almost never sign /QRP but usually do use /M. 


The straight key straps on my right leg with velcro and came from 
ElectronicsUSA which also sells paddles. 


I am planning a two day ~20 mile flat water float from Moab, Utah to Potash. 
I will be driving from Denver to Moab the evening of Thursday April 12 


(CW/QRP/M), get on the river Friday morning, and on the air Friday and 
Saturday evening. Operating times will be primarily during the evening 
around 14055-14065; 7040-7060; 7110-7120; and possibly 10100-10125. 


Finally, I stayed in a friend's permanently erected teepee near Hartsel, 
Colorado a couple of weeks ago. I set up my NW40 (~3 W) and dipole while it 
was still light out but when I got back out to the teepee through the snow 
and cold later that night, realized I forgot my pencil and notepaper upon 
which I rely in having QSOs. Since I didn't want to trudge back to the car, 
I decided to do the best I could with slow head-copy and lots of repeats. I 
wound up making contacts from North Carolina to California, Texas to Alberta, 
Iowa to New Mexico.

This and several other postings on the subject, I think, confirms what I've 
said for a long time about HF mobile operations. 


Mobile operation on HF can be done quite satisfactorily. This includes 40 
meters. Choice of antenna is going to make the big difference, however. 
This antenna is going to present more matching challenges and its 
performance on 40 though acceptable, is not going to be outstanding. 


If you want BETTER performance on 40 (and I'll argue for the higher bands as 
well) and less difficulty matching it, there is a much better alternative. 


Most of those who are the most "wowed" by their HF mobile operating 
experience are using Hustler. 


Disclaimer: Some of the very large (HUGE) antennas and some that are 
electronically adjustable provide very good performance as well. Those 
present sometimes significant challenges to mounting however. They are 


generally in a differnet price class as well. I'm talking about antennas 
which can be mounted exactly the same way and on the same mounts.

I've done some QRO and QRP mobile. 

My setup was an IC-735 and AH2 auto whip tuner in a full size 
Ford E-250 panel van. The AH2 was mounted inside the vehicle 
with the feed only an inch from the antenna ball mount. 

The ballmount was Antenna Specialists, as well as 

the antenna spring. I've found these to be stronger 

and stiffer springs than the Hustler at the speeds I 

prefer to drive. 

The ballmount was as high up on the rear side of 

the van as I could get it; just under the raingutter. 

The higher the better! 

I used a 9-foot Antenna Specialists stainless whip 


as well as Hustler 80 and 40 meter whips on those bands. 
What I've found was the Hustler antennas worked a few S-units 
better on their bands than the 9-foot whip, although tuned 
perfectly. Center-loading or helical loading appears 

to work better than "very short" and loading the bottom. 

The 9-foot whip seemed fine on the higher bands; 
14-18-21-24-28 MHz. 

I've also used a 4-foot Hustler mast and thread 

adapter with the 9-foot whip, giving a 13-foot whip 

which seemed to help just a little on 7-10-14 MHz, 

though NOT recommended for higher speeds! 

When parked, I could remove the whip and clip 

a random- or long wire to the ball and load up 

anywhere from 1.8-29 MHz. 

CW mobile- 

I used a military leg or key. There should be combat medals 
given for CW mobile while fighting LA freeway traffic. 
Vehicles with armrests might allow a key to be mounted 

to a long-ish piece of plastic or wood, say 6" wide by 18" long, 
which could then be secured to the arm rest. 

Whiterook makes some mini straight, iambic and single 

paddle keys, as well as a velcro leg strap though I 

haven't tried one yet.

I've been planning on installing a mobile HF rig. When the antenna arrived 
the other day, I went ahead and installed it on the trunk, even though I 
don't 

have a rig yet. It's a 40-meter hamstick, and for good measure, I attached 
about 33 feet of wire to the ground side, and just stuffed it in the trunk 
(I 

figured it can't hurt, and it might help). 


Since I was eager to try the thing out, and since the only 12-volt rig I 
currently have is my MFJ-9040, I decided to give it a try. I borrowed a 
couple of amplified speakers from my computer, and put the straight key on 
the 

seat next to me. 


Having tried it for a couple of days now, it does seem to work, albeit just 


barely. I have had a couple of contacts with decent reports, although not 
too 

many of them. I've had quite a few more of the "WO?? NEG CPY" variety. 40 
hasn't been the greatest lately, with all of the solar activity, so my 
question is whether this sounds like a viable arrangement. It still sounds 
like a lot of hassle getting 12 volts through the firewall to a QRO rig, 
although in my tests so far, it seems like the extra power would really come 
in handy. 


On the other hand, I realize I might have just been doing this on days with 
lousy band conditions. It would save me a lot of work if I could just mount 
the QRP rig permanently in the car. I've even been thinking about putting 
it 

on a slide mount, and getting another 15 meter rig on another slide mount, 
and 

then QSY just by swapping radios. (It seems to me that the 40-meter 
Hamstick 

ought to work just fine 15.) 


Has anyone had much success with mobile QRP? I don't envision getting DXCC 
any time soon with this kind of a setup, but it would be fun to work an 
occasional QSO while driving to work. Do I need to go with QRO to pull that 
off reliably? (I can guess what the answer will be on this list, but I 
still 

need a little convincing.) 


Also, what do people do for keys while mobile? The straight key on the seat 
next to me works adequately, but I think my arm would get tired after a 
while. 

I was thinking about a keyer and two pushbuttons on the steering wheel. 
Does 

anyone have any experience with something like this? 


Also, using the QRP rig at home, I sometimes sign /QRP for a little extra 
sympathy, which sometimes helps. Which works better in that regard, signing 
/M ox signing /QRP. I've found that /M/QRP gets a little cumbersome. 


Oh, and the QRO rig has a microphone, and seems to be capable of a mode 
called 


"phone". I suppose that might come in handy now and then, but I suspect 
that 

5 watts of CW will outperform 100 watts of SSB, since the goal is to 
actually 


be able to work a few contacts.

QRP mobile. I've got to report my QRP marine mobile results from Saturday. 
My marine mobile setup looks like this 

http: //home.hiwaay.net/~prm/MARINEMOBILE.jpg and Saturday I made my first 
on-the-air marine mobile test using my FT-817 in 2.5watt SSB mode. My first 
contact on my first call was a station in Sao Paulo, Brazil. It was a good 
solid contact and after giving the transmitter power and description of the 


marine mobile the OP in Brazil says, "Please send your power again . . .did 
you say 2.5 watts from an 8 foot sailboat?" To stretch the 1/2 wave 10 
meter dipole at about a 45 degree slope I had to rig a boom off the stern of 
the little boat a bit further out than I had originally planned but the boat 
is fully usable while rigged with the antenna. I will try to get a picture 
of the working rig next weekend. 


I heard some PSK operation around 28.120 Saturday so I think next weekend I 
may attach my old 233 Mhz Compac notebook to the marine mobile FT-817 and do 
some floating PSK31 work. That will be a QRP radio, with a QRP computer, in 
a QRP boat. I fully believe PSK QRP is the best mode for low power, even 
better than CW. I have multiple QRP PSK confirmations of 100 milliwatt 
transmissions on several bands that were much easier to acheive than on CW I 
would think that a 20 meter QRP mobile station could have all the contacts 
he would want. 


Not QRP or mobile, but I had the honor Saturday night of being the first CW 
contact for a new ham in Kentucky (had his General two weeks). He had tuned 
up on 160 meters, I suppose thinking he could experiment with the mode and 
not have to worry with too many stations, but I heard his CQ and gave him a 
call back. I was running about 30 watts at the time on my TS-930S because 
conditions were lousy with noise on 160. 


Also listened in on some of the 20 meter county hunter's net over the 
weekend. There was several 20 meter mobile stations driving here and there 
to give the net members new counties. There was hardly any mobile I could 
not hear but of course most of them were running 100 watts or so and none 
were running QRP. 


It is interesting to me to listen to QRO ops when someone mentions running 
QRPT. There is always some chuckling involved and always the question, "Did 
you make any contacts at all running just 5 watts?" It seems that to a lot 
of QRO OPS, loudness of the signal is of upmost importance and many do not 
want to worry about trying to copy what many consider a substandard signal.

Rich and those interested, 


I operated mobile QRP CW for several years and ejoyed every minute of it. 

I know there have been some criticisms of this art due to traffic and other 
safety considerations, and they are all valid. Safety is a very real 
factor. With that said - and please be careful out there - this has been my 
setup and results. 


I start off with an HW-8 in the car. I only had a Hamstick for 40 meters 
and these antennas do NOT tune well on other bands than what they are 
designed for. So I wound up limited to one band at a time anyway. BTW: I 
ran a piece of bare #8 ground wire (solid copper) from the shield side of 
the bumper mount to a chassis bolt under the car for decent grounding. I 
also put a BNC on the coax feed line rather than use lossy adapters. My 
HW-8 put out about 2 watts on 40 and I made lots of contacts, but they are 
difficult with a direct conversion receiver. 


My next step in this process was building an NW-40. This great little rig 
gave me speaker audio output (way better than an ear plug for sure), and 5 
watts out. This became my favorite mobile QRP station. I even kept a wire 
antenna in the trunk. I could pull up near a tree and run a sloper to the 
NW-40 in the car for some stationary portable QRP operating. I must have 
made hundreds of Q's with this setup. 


Next in the saga was Chuck's first TMPS (Thirty Meter Propagation Study). 
I bought and built an original SW-30 from Small Wonder Labs. I was back to 
lower power and an ear plug, but 30 meters is alive with both local and DX 


stations ready to take the time a patience with a weak mobile signal. I 
also build up an external TiCK keyer package in an Altoids tin and a home 
brew mini paddle (single lever). This setup yeilded me 130 contacts for the 
TMPS summer fun event with over 30 being DX. I still operate the SW-30 in 
my shack on occasion. I did put in an after-burner mod from Dave to boost 
the power and run it at a comfortable 2 watts now (original: 1.5 watts full 
out) . 


I switched between the SW-30 and the NW-40 for a while as the seasons 
changed and my mood. I then built a 38 Special with the 5 watt mod. Of 
course I had to run this in the car for a while. Again, the ear plug 
approach is a little rough so I didn't stay with this setup for too long. 
My main car rig has been the NW-40. I stayed this way until 2000 when I 
bought a new car and no longer have any HF gear in it. My XYL would kill 
me; the bumpers are different; my XYL would kill me; the paint is new; my 
XYL would kill me; etc. The list goes on :-) 


Anyway, mobile QRP is close to my heart. Take whatever precautions you can 
to be safe. Fuse your rig. Use a keyer and paddle for comfort. Mount 
things as firmly as possible (you don't want everything flying onto the 
floor (especially in the drivers compartment) when you step on the brakes). 
Use discression: if the road conditions demand more attention and 
concentration - turn off the radio and drive only. You will learn great 
head copy as a result. Logging and QSLing became inconsistent for me. I 
had fun; I learned a lot; I like driving places :-) I had more air time as 
a result. I met some great ops.

Having tried it for a couple of days now, it does seem to work, albeit just 
barely. I have had a couple of contacts with decent reports, although not 
too 

many of them. I've had quite a few more of the "WO?? NEG CPY" variety. 40 
hasn't been the greatest lately, with all of the solar activity, so my 
question is whether this sounds like a viable arrangement. It still sounds 
like a lot of hassle getting 12 volts through the firewall to a QRO rig, 
although in my tests so far, it seems like the extra power would really come 
in handy. 


On the other hand, I realize I might have just been doing this on days with 
lousy band conditions. It would save me a lot of work if I could just mount 
the QRP rig permanently in the car. I've even been thinking about putting 
it 

on a slide mount, and getting another 15 meter rig on another slide mount, 
and 

then QSY just by swapping radios. (It seems to me that the 40-meter 
Hamstick 

ought to work just fine 15.) 


Has anyone had much success with mobile QRP? I don't envision getting DXCC 
any time soon with this kind of a setup, but it would be fun to work an 
occasional QSO while driving to work. Do I need to go with QRO to pull that 
off reliably? (I can guess what the answer will be on this list, but I 
still 

need a little convincing.) 


Also, what do people do for keys while mobile? The straight key on the seat 
next to me works adequately, but I think my arm would get tired after a 
while. 

I was thinking about a keyer and two pushbuttons on the steering wheel. 
Does 

anyone have any experience with something like this? 


Also, using the QRP rig at home, I sometimes sign /QRP for a little extra 


sympathy, which sometimes helps. Which works better in that regard, signing 
/M or signing /QRP. I've found that /M/QRP gets a little cumbersome. 


Oh, and the QRO rig has a microphone, and seems to be capable of a mode 
called 


"phone". I suppose that might come in handy now and then, but I suspect 
that 

5 watts of CW will outperform 100 watts of SSB, since the goal is to 
actually 


be able to work a few contacts.

If there's anyone on the list who has built one of the "Little Joe" QRP 
transmitters and knows how to troubleshoot, I need your help. 


I built one of these for 20 meters and it doesn't work. I figured I would 
start at the beginning and go through each stage separately and figure out 
what's wrong so I started with the oscillator. Using a frequency counter, I 
can't get any indication that the oscillator is working. It has only eleven 
parts so there can't be too many places for it to fail. I do get voltage 
readings on the 2N2222A transistor that seem to be ok but I replaced it just 
in case. After replacement, I get the same readings. In fact, all of the 
components seem to be functioning as they should. 


However, I don't know how to determine if the crystal is functioning, other 
than the freq. counter method. I am thinking that either the crystal is bad 
or there is something wrong with the feedback circuitry and the crystal is 
not being put into oscillation. I don't know what else could be wrong. 


On the schematic (Sept. 1981 QST, pg. 14), I have broken the circuit between 
L1 and R1. Should I not be seeing some output from the oscillator stage at 


this point? 


I sure could use some help on this one. It's pretty embarrassing when you 
can't get a circuit with eleven parts to work :-(

Good Afternoon! 


Being a very avid HF mobile op, I've followed this thread pretty close. 
All in all, some good information out there! Most ops have no problem 
running 20m or above while mobile. There is some additional challenges 
in being successful on 40 & 80 though.... But where do you spend your 
time in making improvements and how do you know if your improvements are 
actually working?? The losses in physically shortened HF vertical 
antennas go up as the freq goes down - but where?? The biggest losses 
are in the ground and the coil. The ground on your vehicle is very 
important and can lead to tremendous returns if done properly. They way 
vehicles are built today leaves many ‘opens' between body panels and 
chasis parts. At times, these are hard to find, but once they are the 
can easilt be ‘jumpered' with heavy copper braid. I know, most folks 
don't want a bunch of holes in their new vehicle but there are 
techniques to do so and not suffer from corrosion or lower the value. 
Spend time on scrapping paint and bonding all major pieces of metal. 
Your noise level will drop and you'll get a better match on the low 
bands. Don't go overboard as you can end up with ground loops and you 
will run into diminishing returns for your effort. Suffice to say, a 1" 
strap between hood/trunk and the body, plus all doors and the body 
whould make a good setup. If you happen to be in a minivan, then there's 
a very good chance that the roof isn't bonded all that well to the body. 


You can find that out by removing some of the trim around th doors. If 
you see what looks like stiff glue or sealant that has been painted 
over, then those body parts are not connected electrically. I leave it 
to the reader as an excersize to publish how they solved their 
particular vehicles problems. Please post your results. 


Another place where grounds losses add up is mounting the antenna too 
low on the vehicle. Most states have a limit as to maximum height on the 
roadway, so check it out. Do your best to get the antenna as high as 
possible - X/YL permission of course!! Bottom line is you want the 
entire vehicle to couple with the ground below, not the puny little 
feedpoint. Oh, also do you best to keep the loading coil atleast 18" 


away from any part of the vehicle...... That helps in keeping bandwidth 
narrow.... 
What's that?? A narrow bandwidth?? Yes!!! Yes!!! Yes!!! My mobile setup 


is a 96 Ford Ranger with a hacked up DK3 screwdriver. My 2:1 bandwidth 
on 80m is 6 Khz!! No matter, I can resonate anywhere 3.5-29+ and on 6M 
as well. Here's where people sometimes get confused. The second major 
loss for 80/40M antennas is in the coil. Lets face it, a coil that has a 
diameter about the size of your thumb, it's going to have quite a loss 
associated with it. What's the best size?? Well, that all really 
depends, but suffice to say a coil with about 2" diameter made from 16 
ga solid will be good enough. If you happen upon some coil stock ata 
swapmeet, get a chunk. You'll need about 18" or so to get to the bottom 
of 80m. If you don't need to get that far, less will do. A quick and 
dirty homebrew multiband HF mobile antenna can be made out of some of 
this stock, a bicycle flag pole, wire and some heat shrink tubing. Yeah, 
the flag pole will be pretty flexible, so you'll need to guy it off 
below the coil. Put the bottom of the coil at the 36" mark and attach it 
to the flag with some UV resistant wire ties. Using the heatshrink 
tubing, run a wire from the base to the bottom of the coil. Prefer 
atleast 16 ga. Do the same above the coil all the way to the tip - 65" 
max if you need to make it to the top of 10m. Attach coax and prune for 
resonance on 80m. You may need a 5 turn, 2" diameter coil at the base to 
match, if your SWR is way off. If the SWR is below 1.75:1, don't sweat 
it.... With a jumper piece of wire, attach one end to the base of the 
coil and put an alligator clip on the other. Go up about half way on the 
coil and you should be kinda close to 40m. Don't retrim the top section, 
just keep moving the clip around until you find resonance on 40. Mark it 
some way. Do the same for the rest of the bands. You'll end up with an 
antenna that will smoke any Hustler or hamstick monoband all for about 
the same price as two of them - if all parts are bought new! A well 
stocked junk box will make it less... With this kind of setup, you won't 
need a tuner because the antenna is resonant. Tuners don't work worth a 
darn with very short antennas like this. Why?? Because, no matter what, 
the antenna will only be resonant at one location and all the tuner is 
doing it fooling the transmitter to put out full power. 


So, in QRP fashion, you two can have a lot of fun running HF mobile! 
Comments welcome! !

Mark and gang hi, 

Mark good post and I am sure you know that the narrower bandwidth also helps 
on noise reduction. I have no ignition noise on 75 meters, but when the 
bandwidth gets wider on the higher bands things get a little noisy and I 
have to resort to Noise Blanker, turn on or off the pre-amp, use the RF 


gain, and DSP or a combination of all. On 75m phone nets I can often out 
hear the net ops because they are dealing with more noise on with their full 
size antennas. My current setup is a 3 or 4 inch coil and the overall 
length is around 12-13 feet. I haven't measure it in a while. Sure kicks 
bootie on 40m for a mobile. This technique sure works for going after DXCC 
on 160m with a small antenna on a small back yard lot. The only thing I 
hate is having to constantly tune the thing, but when I get rich I will be 
going to a Vern Wright super screwdriver antenna. Look at the new Force 12 
verticals, Tom tells me the Q is around 1500 for the coils! Turn a handicap 
into an plus, grin!!!

Hi, Guys-- 


Probably a reasonable time to go over the ground rules again, eh? But first the 
bad news-- Governor Ventura will not be able to do the play-by-play, due to 
other duties. 


The Xtreme Foxhunt will be tomorrow evening (US) Tuesday, from 0100-0300Z 
regardless of what that works out to in local daylight savings or spending 
time. 


All the foxes will be on at the same time, and each will find his own 
frequency, ideally avoiding qrm to/from other operators, foxes or not. 

There will be close to 20 foxes on, and they are being encouraged to spread out 
between 7030 and 7060, or even farther afield if neccessary. 


The foxes will call CQ FOX and MAY sign as callsign/FOX. The exchange is Fox 
Standard, i.e. RST SPC NAME POWER 


The foxes will be on the air for the entire 2 hours but keep in mind that they 
may have to change frequency once in a while. Foxes will NOT be working each 
other. 


Stronger fox stations are of course more likely to attract multiple hounds at 
the same time, but we don't expect to see "big" pileups anything like the 
regular hunts. You should expect to work zero-beat for the most part, 
certainly within normal "RIT range" of a KHz or so. Split operation should not 
be necessary and is probably a bad idea. And both foxes and hounds are 
cautioned that venturing away from zero-beat will likely cause confusion over 
who is working whom. For example, if I hear a station up 500Hz, I may have 
trouble figuring out whether he is calling me 500Hz high or some other fox 
500Hz low. 


At the end of the hunt the foxes will send their logs to N1TP as usual. Hounds 
do not need to send in a log. Results, such as they are, will be posted when 
Tom has a chance to process the logs. No prizes, no awards, just the 
satisfaction of knowing you've done a difficult job well. 


This is the first time this has been attempted, so who knows how it will play? 
But that's half the fun of QRP-- trying something new once in a while [g]. 


Good luck, and may the Fox be with you!
